Mr, Kyo Sho-Shin, member of tho Kirin branch of the Tor Nippo, 
a Korean nerspaper, has been miasing for eight days since he went out 
for awalk., It is feared that he has met the samc fate as Mr. Kin 
Ri-shan, manager of tho branch, who was assassinated by Chinese, 

There are about 250 Koreans detained in tho Kirin prison, 
all of them are said to bo subjocted to the third degree or placed 
on short commons, with the result that more than 20 of thom are killed 


or injured. 
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
